The 
exceptions wére about as easy of access 
as a burglar proof safe, but were dis- 
covered and closed. 

Isarrooms that have not been exposed 
to the view of Sunday passersby within 
their history yesterday were bared so 
that those who ran might read the won- 
derful story. Buffets, cafes and other 
allases employed in the downtown hotels 
conveyed no significant meaning .yester- 
day and were empty and deserted by 
all save the chairs and tables. 

Fewer ‘‘drunks’’ were slated at the 
police station and several of those who 
were hauled to the turnkey’s office came 
direct from their own homes, where thé 
‘““nips’’ were so easily procured as to 
overbalance discretion.

Coroner Exonerates Dr. Ella 
Marx, Whose Little Pa- 
tient Succumbed. 


Following a post mortem on the death 
of John Flanigan, aged 8, of 4767 St. 
Louis avenue, who died Sunday aiter- 
noon within a few minutes after an in- 
jection of anti-toxin had been made “by 
Dr. Ella. Marx, 42:9 Delmar boulevard, 
Dr. Daniel Hochdoerfer of the Coroner's 
office, said deatn was due to paralysis 
of the heart and that the administration 
of anti-toxin did not have any connec- 
tion with the boy’s death. 

“Immediate death after the injection 
was a coincidence, not a reSult in any 
manner,’ Dr. Hochdoerfer said. 

Ine boy’s death was remarkably sud- 
den. fie had been ill since Thursday, 
according to his father, Thomas Flani- 
gan, foreman in the mechanical depart- 
ment of the Wheeler & Wilson faciory. 
Dr. Ella Marx, the family physician 
says she did not consider that the lac 
was suffering with diptheria until Sat- 
urday. . 

At the time she made the injection, 
she said, the boy did not aupeny to. be 
worse than he had been during the 
days preceding, but_ death §foliowed 
within 56 minutes. The post mortem 
held at Cullen & Kelley's undertaking 
establishment revealed that the boy's 
heart ‘was in a very defective condit on.

TO HIDE MURDER? 


Police Think Body Was Torn 
by Contact With . 
Vessel.

Persons who have studied St. Louis 
between the central business district 
and the river will have noted the large 
amount of vacant property there which 
was once covered with tall buildings. 
Many of the structures are ramshackle 
and falling into senile decay. Many 
have been wrecked, some by the cy- 
clone, others by man, and have never 
rebuilt. Empty cellar holes 
abound. In the natural course, manu- 
facturing plants should cover this area. 
There is no doubt that this will be the 
case as sogn as the free bridge and the 
removal of the bridge arbitrary bring 
back to St. Louis the factories driven 
from the city by the arbitrary bridge 
tolls. 

Subdivisions Since Aug. 3. 


How rapidly the development of 
the vacant property in St. Louis is 
progressing is shown by the fact that 


since August $8 no less than 15 new 
Subdivisions have been laid out in St. 
Louis. This means that 15 districts of 
the city, which up to the present have 
been farm land in acre tracts, have 
been graded, supplied with streets and 
alleys, subdivided into city lots and 
thrown upon the market to be 
bought by persons in search of a 
home. 

To illustrate the process i which 
this is done the Plymouth Park subdi- 
vision, one of the 15, may be taken. 
A tract of 33 acres, beautifully locat- 
ed opposite O'Fallon Park on Floris- 
Sant avenue, serve@®for years as the 
country home of Benjamin O'Fallon. 
It was rolling, hill and dale, heavily 
timbered land. A company of North 
St. Loulsans bought the tract, graded 
it, put in sewers, streets, alleys, and 
Kranitoid walks and threw the land 
thus put in readiness for homes, on 
the market at prices rang'nge from 
$25 to $40 a front foot. After’ the 
and was purchased and before the im- 
provement was begun, plats showing 
what was propose in the way of 
Rrades. streets and alleys. were sub- 
mitted to the Board of Public Im- 
provements.

AND MAN BECOMES 
DOMESTIC ANIMAL” 


John Oliver Hobbes. 





‘‘They Are Better Fighters, Less Susceptible to the World’s Criti- 
cism and More Independent,’’ Says Author Who Has Made 
Study of Woman’s Condition All Over the World.

Buteau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—''*Kmancipate 
woman—give her one breath of the real 
freedom—and man takes her place in 
the world as the more domesticated 
animal.’’ 

Mrs. Fearl Theresa Cragie—John Oli- 


ver Hobbs in the literary world—charm- | 


ing in gown of sable, made this inter- 
esting statement today in her apart- 
ments at the Hote! Netherland. 

“It is quite true,’’ she reiterated. “lI 
believe absolutely in the club for wom- 
en, not alone for the working girl, but 
for the women of all classes. It les- 
sens temptation, affords an association 
for mental recreation. But I am at 
last thoroughly convinced that when you 
given a woman liberty she becomes rap- 
idly the less domestic of the two sexes. 

“Il am acquainted with the working 
girl in every*corner of this world, and 
it is surprising how similar their char- 
acters are. I think I am not an ex- 
tremist on this question; only much ex- 
perience and much education on this 
subject have convinced me. 


Women Less Afraid Than Men. 

“Women in their dealings with their 
own sex and the world are more un- 
afraid than men. They are better fight- 
ers; they are less susceptible to the 
world's criticism; they are more inde- 
pendent. ' 

“You ask me why, I do not know: 
but I am quite sure that the women’s 
clubs of today that have taken the 
braver spirits and along with them the 
drudgery and the 
times ordinary home life, are responsi- 
ble for the present conditions. Years 
ago I did not think thus; I believed 
that nothing could change the woman 
nature, her gentleness, her sympathy, 
her longing for marriage, wifehood and 
motherhood. 

‘The woman’s club Idea in England is 
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growing prodigiously. It is very grati- 
fying. The only thing lacking, I should 
Say, nOW,,is that fact. of too much at- 
tention is paid to the working girl and 
not enough to the woman of the middie 
classes and even the daughters of 
wealthy parents. The need of a world’s 
education, and of modern thought to 
bulld up one’s character is perhaps 
greater amongst wealthy young women 
than it is among those who have to 
work for a living. 


‘Temptation Worst in Society. 
“A working girl s‘life is filled up with 
her own work. It is not so with those 


of the middle class or those who lead 
whaf we may call. a social existence. 
There has aiways been doubt in my 
mind whether greater temptations sur- 
round puor girls or those who have 
riches. ‘There has always been doubt 
in iny mind as to whetner a ciub for 
was better for-the wealiny or 
for the j)uung girl who ieft a hove, for 
the cleaner and more e.evating assvovia- 
tion of the bachelor clug. I believe 
now that Lie holds more temptaiions 
for the girl in society than it does even 
fur the girl who was brougnt up wWaih- 
out even reiinement, cu.ture or the 
elevating surroundings of the decent 
hoine. 

“It is my intention to speak before 
some of the working girl’s clubs of this 
city. I do not Know what the subject 
wili be. I have always found it better 
to leave it to the giris themselves. Tney 
know what they want better than any- 
one else. What they really neeug is 
education along the lines of their chosen 
subjects. 


Great Strides in England. 


“In Kngland the Jewish working girls 


and c:ub women are making the greatest 
intellectual strides. They are marvel- 
iously apt, and are great workers. | 
am in favor of almost any sort of work 
for the women, with the singie excep- 
tion of factury work. The laws of 
drudgery of the factory is praciically 
unknown. In Spain—in the great cigar- 
ette factories—I have seen a hundred 
young women rolling cigarettes while 
they rocked a cradle with. fir hahes 
in it with their feet. Suc thing is 
barbarous, and the children of course 
grow up with their cittle systems thor- 
oughiv poisoned. Such a thing, | hope 
is impossibie here.’

THE ANTI-SUICIDE COMMI3SION. 

The Cleveland Commission organized to reduce the 
evil of suicide is an interesting experiment. Its 
object is to invite correspondence or personal com- 
munication from those contemplating suicide and to 
endeavor to turn them from their intention by 
counsel or aid. Incidentally, of course, it is antici- 
pated that valuable information concerning — the 
cauges of suicide will be obtained. 

In the suggestive symposium on the plan from 
well-known men and women of this city, which was 
published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, differences 
of opinion developed. Out of 10 contributors, six 
opposed and four fayored the commission plan. Dr. 
Walter.L. Sheldon and Mr, Samuel Cupples believed 
the commission remedy would aggravate the disease 
because of the publicity it would give to the sub- 
ject. The other opponents—Judge Dillon, Mr. Mc- 
Clain of the Provident Association, Rev: W. C. Bit- 
ting, Mrs. Philip N. Moore and Mrs. Leonora M. 
Lake—thought a commission would be ineffective. 
Dr. Leon Harrison approved the plan as a possible 
means of cheering and aiding the despondent. Some 
of the objections to the plan were rather against ex- 
cessive expectation of good results than against the 
plan itself. Of course, it would be foolish to ex- 
pect a commission to abolish suicide. Its causes lie 
too deep in the social and economic system and in 
the liability of the human organism to derangement 
to expect a complete cure from any hunian effort. 
The real question, therefore, is, would a commission 
be of any value? Would it be able to reach any 
cases of suicidal tendency and check them? Would 
it be able to obtain information of value upon which 

tofbase measures of general relief? 

That those on the verge of suicide will at times 
ronfide their intentions and troubles has been demon- 
“werated, Dr. Bitting tells of one man he dissuaded 
from the act. All who have come in contact with 
ondent persons can testify to similar confidences. 
ry newspaper receives letters from persons ¢on- 
tem lating suicide, the causes of which could be re- 
“Sroved by sympathetic counsel and help. Destitution 
and discouragement, both of which are removable 
causes, are frequent inciters to suicide.

cases? Could it not organize a system of quick aid 
for the despondent which would save a number of 
discouraged human beings from self-destruction?

HOW COST OF LIVING HAS RISEN 


sar Bureau of Labor has just issued a report dealing with the retail prices 
of food from 1890 to 1904, and showing the enormous incfease in the cost 
of necessaries of life. Especially great has been this increase since the 
beginning of the new century. 

Of 3 principal articles the prices of no fewer than 26 were higher last year 
than the average for the 10-year period, 1890-1899. The few that have decreased 
in cost were evaporated apples, vinegar,coffee and prunes. 


Bacon increased 37.9 per cent; eggs, 30.9 per cent; dry or pickled pork, 25.8 
fresh pork, 24 per cent; corn meal, 21.5 per cent, and potatoes, 21.3 per 
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per cent;

Chickens, once within reach of nearly all, had risen 20.7 per cent in 


price; flour had advanced 19.9 per cent; salt ham. 18.4 per cent; lard, 17.3 per 
cent; fresh beef, from 12.8 to 13.4 per cent; butter, 9 per cent; milk, 6.3 per cent.

t This is the advice of Dr. Vel- 

entin Nalpasse, lecturer in the 
Paris College of Medicine and phy- 
sician to the French embassy 
in Persia. Yet, although his  ad- 
vice may shock them, Dr. Nalpasse 
is one of the strongest supporters of 
the anti-tobacconists. He wants 
Americans and Europeans to learn to 
smoke, because he declares that the 
nations of the West have not yet 
learned. : 

He urges Americans to sit at the 
feet of the orientals and learn all over 
again how to smoke—to learn again 
without the pangs and gripings o! 
the first time; to learn to smoke 
healtkgully, hygienically. For he be- 
heves that tobacco can be smoked 
without harm or injury to the smok 
er—although he does not commit him- 
self as to cigarettes. 


The west; according to the learned 
doctor, smokes ignorantly, and the 
greatest smokers, the real slaves to 
the weed, are the ones who know least 
about smoking. Puffing away ‘at the 
choicest tobaccos, the costliest cigars, 
the most delicate cigarettes, they do 
not know how to smoke. 


Through ignorance of smoking, ac- 
cording to Nalpasse, they not only 
miss the real enjoyment of the 
smoke, but they injure themselves. So 
Americans and Europeans must learn 
all over again. They must abandon 
entirely their present smoking habits, 
and, sitting at the feet of the Indian, 
the Persian, the Chinaman, or the 
Jap, they must fearn to use instead 
of abuse tobacco. 


And this learned man tells us that 
the Jap is the best and the most 
Scientific smoker in the world. In- 
Stead of putting up a “No Smoking” 
Sign, he would reform the world and 
make nicotine a blessing instead of a 
Curse by having the other nations 
take lessons in smoking from the 
Japs. 


Of all the implements in the arsenal 
of the well-equipped modern smoker 
none can rival the all too classic, the 
gracefully elegant narghileh. In this 
curious and elaborate apparatus, su- 
premely hygienic, tobacco is grilled ina 
little metal furnace, the vapor is con- 
ducted through a tube across a basin 
filled with ordinary water, or, better, 
rosewater, and arrives at the lips of the 
smoker by a second tube. ‘“‘Nothing,” 
cries Theophilus Gautier, the French 
writer, “Is more favorable to poetic 
reveries than to inhale in little drafts 
upon the pillows of a divan this fragrant 
smoke refreshed with water, which 
reaches us after circulating through red 
or green morocco tubes whose arms sur- 
round one; you smoke in a work of art 
a tobacco metamorphosed into  per- 
fume.”’ 


From time to time the Oriental inter- 
rupts his fumigations to drink from a 
diminutive cup a few drops of coffee, 
thus neutralizing the slow intoxication 
which can otherwise be produced by pro- 
longed use of the strong and bitter to- 
bacco, known as tombeku, which Is 
employed in the narghilehs. 


The Japanese have adopted a fashion 
in smoking which Is as curious as it is 
hygienic. There ere 15 rings on their 
weapons ir. warfare. Their tobacco, 
formed of long fibers with a fineness 
of hair, comparable to the stigma of 
maize, is buried In a pipe of microscopic 
proportions, from which the Japanese 
sailors inhale the fumes but two or 
three times. This system is followed 
by the Nipponese solely to give the 
nicotine no time to pass into the mouth 
of the smoker. The pipe must be re- 
filled instantly and relighted, not with 
matches as do the westerners, but by 
the aid of burning wicks which are

This writer very thoroughly 
fice the American attitude towards 
horseruacing, that of the gambler. If 
he wins, the racing season has been a 
great one. If he !oses, not all the 
king’s herses or all the king’s men can 
make it a good one. 

English men regard the pastime from 
quite a different angle. Not in all the 
English papers can. you find a single 
word about betting exerting an infiu- 
ence in deciding the merit of the sea- 
son's racing. larving regular mention 
of the dae or probable odds laid, or 
likely to be laid, against a horse, Eng- 
lish writers do not take any cognizance 
of betting. 

As long as American’s regard racing 
as this writer does, simply a means of 
gambling, so long will it be a pro- 
scribed pastime, made so largely by the 
efforts of such writers themselves. 
When Americans come to regard and 
manage racing as Englishmen do, then 
will racing have a chance.
